Henry Alberring:, county treasurer, 
is making a drive after delinquent 
taxes in Jackson county and four 
special collector-, who make a busi­ 
ness of such work, started activities 
in this city this morning. 
They have 
established headquarters at the city 
building and will receive delinquent 
taxes 
there from 4:30 until 
7:30 
o ’clock p. rn. daily. 
The four collector* who are on 
duty here are Ii. O. Oakley, E. Likens, 
I). Madden and J. Weile. 
They will 
spend several days here and in other 
parts <>f‘ the county until the delin­ 
quent installment- are paid. 
The practice of employing special 
tax collectors to collect delinquent 
taxes is not new in this county. Sev­ 
eral county treasurers in the past 
have adopted this method, pointing 
out that they are held re-poiisible bv 
the state hoard o f t a x commissioners 
for the collection of all money due 
the county. 
The tax collectors said 
that they were of the opinion that 
persons who were delinquent would 
settle at once and for this reason 
they had arranged to lie at the city 
building several hour- each day for 
the convenience of local peojde. 
It 
wa,*, made clear that the collectors I Indianapol 
are to receive only delinquent taxes brought tb 
and that none of the money due the 
county in May is to la? collected by 
them at this time. 
The regular tax 
in-tallment for the tir-t half of this 
year which i- due not later than the 
first Monday in M ay is paid in the 
usual manner to the county treasurer. 
Additional 
fees are collected 
on 
delinquent installments. 
lf the May 
installment for 191# has not been 
paid and the fall installment ha> also 
been overlooked an additional sixteen 
percent of the total amount due i- 
ebarged. 
Ten per cent, of this i- 
lodged against the May installment 
and six percent, against the fall in­ 
stallment. 
lf only the second in­ 
stallment i< due and delinquent ten 
percent, additional is charged by the 
collector-. 
Another charge for mileage is j>er- 
imtted by the law, but it is stated 
that if delinquent taxes are paid at 
the city building at once the mileage 
and demand fees will be reduced ter 
a minimum.

INDUSTRIAL WAR TO AID 
DEMOBILIZED SOLDIERS 


(B y Fred S. F’ergu-on, United Press 
Staff Correspondent.) 
Paris, Jan u ary 28.— The 
supreme 
war council, continuing its sessions 
today was expected to again take up 
the disposition of the German colon­ 
ies. 
The “ bureau” as the council is 
now officially designated, is 
under­ 
stood to feel that early decision on 
territorial questions is necessary for 
drawing up 
the preliminary 
peace 
treaty, which will permit demobiliza­ 
tion. 
Certain delegates 
are 
known to 
favor immediate settlement of sever­ 
al of the 
more pressing territorial 
problems instead of waiting for these, 
matter- to be handled by the league 
of nation-. 
In addition to the effect 
on demobilization the delegates are 
influenced in this view by 
the fact 
that certain 
industries await terri­ 
torial adjustment-, and that the sit­ 
uation of the affected populations is 
serious. 
Whatever action i- taken however, 
will conform with the broad princi­ 
ple- of the league of nations, includ­ 
ing determination. 
In case of any 
of 
the 
contemplated 
settlements 
leave controversies and 
irritations 
they will he subject to reconsidera­ 
tion by the league. 
Territorial ques­ 
tion-, which may receive early con- 
-ideration. include adjustment of the 
boundaries of
